1. GA PLENARY - IAEA, CYPRUS 

THE GA RESUMED DEBATE NOV. 10 ON THE QUESTION OF CYPRUS, 

HEARING STATEMENTS BY THE REPRESENTATIVES OF THE UK, ROMANIA, IRAN, 
TURKEY, GDR AND MALTA. THE CYPRIOT REPRESENTATIVE SPOKE 
UNDER RIGHT OF REPLY. WITHOUT VOTE, THE GA ADOPTED 
RESOLUTION TAKING NOTE OF THE IAEA REPORT AND URGING ALT. 

STATES TO CONTINUE TO COOPERATE WITH THE IAEA, AFTER HEARING 
17 SPEAKERS ON IAEA, WHO COMMENDED THE AGENCY'S WORK AND IN 
GENERAL STRESSED IMPORTANCE OF SAFEGUARDS AND DANGERS OF 
NUCLEAR PROLIFERATION. (USUN 5195 NOTAL) 

MURRAY (UK), SPEAKING ON CYPRUS ITEM, SAID THAT WHILE THE 
GA MIGHT PRESCRIBE, IT SHOULD NOT ATTEMPT TO COERCE THE 
PARTIES INTO AGREEMENT. THE GA HAD A RIGHT TO TELL THE PARTIES 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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OF ITS CONCERN AT THEIR FAILURE TO MAKE PROGRESS, AND ITS 
RESOLUTIONS PROVIDED THE FRAMEWORK WITHIN WHICH A SETTLEMENT 
SHOULD BE SOUGHT. HOWEVER, THE SOLUTION TO THIS PROBLEM HAD 
TO BE WORKED OUT PRIMARILY BY THE PARTIES DIRECTLY CONCERNED, 

HE SAID, CALLING FOR A MORE CONSTRUCTIVE APPROACH BY BOTH SIDES. 

NEAGU (ROMANIA) FAVORED RESUMPTION OF INTERCOMMUNAL TALKS, 

AND SAID THE SEPARATION BETWEEN THE TWO CYPRIOT COMMUNITIES WAS 
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DEEPER NOW THAN WHEN LAST DEBATED IN THE UN. ZANDFARI (IRAN), 

WHO CRITICIZED THE GA'S DECISION ON PROCEDURE FOR HEARING 
THE TWO SIDES, SAID THE GA SHOULD ASK THE PARTIES TO RESUME 
NEGOTIATIONS AS SOON AS POSSIBLE. 

TURKISH AMB TURKMEN, IN LONG STATEMENT, REVIEWED CYPRIOT 
HISTORY FROM TURKISH VIEWPOINT. HE CALLED MAKARIOS AN "UNMITIGATED 
DISASTER" BUT QUOTED THE ARCHBISHOP'S STATEMENT WHICH 
BLAMED GREECE FOR CYPRUS' PROBLEMS AT TIME OF COUP AGAINST GOC. 

HE HOPED THE DEBATE WOULD "NOT TAKE A COURSE THAT WOULD RENDER 
IMPOSSIBLE" CONTINUATION OF NEGOTIATIONS. TURKEY DID NOT WANT TO 
IMPOSE A SOLUTION; IT WANTED TO SEE THE SECURITY OF THE 
TURKISH CYPRIOTS ENSURED. ANY SOLUTION ACCEPTABLE TO THE 
TURKISH CYPRIOT COMMUNITY WOULD BE ACCEPTABLE TO TURKEY, AND 
AS SOON AS SUCH A SOLUTION WAS ATTAINED, TURKEY WOULD WITHDRAW 
ITS FORCES FROM CYPRUS. 

FLORIN (GDR) AND GAUCI (MALTA) MADE BASICALLY PRO-GREEK 
CYPRIOT STATEMENTS. 

JACOVIDES (CYPRUS), IN RIGHT OF REPLY, BELITTLED TURKMEN'S 
STATEMENT AS HALF-TRUTHS AND DISTORTIONS, AND CHALLENGED HIM TO 
STATE THAT TURKEY WOULD ACCEPT UN TROOPS AS REPLACEMENT 
FOR TURKISH TROOPS ON THE ISLAND. (USUN 5192 NOTAL) 

2. COMMITTEE 1 - DISARMAMENT 

AS THE COMMITTEE CONTINUED DISARMAMENT DEBATE NOV. 10, IT 
HEARD VIEWS OF PORTUGAL, FRG, SINGAPORE, USSR, ZAIRE, 

BULGARIA, BRAZIL AND MADAGASCAR. MOST EXPRESSED SUPPORT 
FOR CONVENING A SPECIAL GA ON DISARMAMENT, WITH THE USSR AND 
BULGARIA MENTIONING THAT IT WOULD CONTRIBUTE TO THE FUTURE 
CONVENING OF A WORLD DISARMAMENT CONFERENCE (WDC). THE USSR 
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INTRODUCED USSR/GDR/POLAND DRAFT RESOLUTON WHICH WOULD REQUEST 
THE AD HOC COMMITTEE FOR THE WDC TO PREPARE A REPORT FOR THE 
3 2ND GA CONTAINING OBSERVATIONS AND PROPOSALS ON ALL RELEVANT 
ASPECTS OF THE WDC IN ORDER TO FACILITATE 

DISCUSSION AT THE SPECIAL GA ON DISARMAMENT (A/C.1/31/L.9). THE 
SOVIETS ALSO SUBMITTED A SECOND DRAFT ON PROHIBITION OF 
DEVELOPMENT AND MANUFACTURE OF NEW TYPES OF WEAPONS OF MASS 
DESTRUCTION AND NEW SYSTEMS OF SUCH WEAPONS (L. 10). 

VON WECHMAR (FRG) SAID MEMBERS OF NATO AND WARSAW PACT COULD 
RENDER A CONSIDERABLE CONTRIBUTION TOWARD MITIGATING MILITARY 
CONFRONTATION IN EUROPE AND STABILIZING PEACE AND SECURITY. 

HE HOPED THE NEGOTIATIONS UNDERWAY IN VIENNA WOULD PRODUCE 

SATISFACTORY RESULTS. FRG VIEWED WITH CONCERN THE GROWING 

EXPORTS OF CONVENTIONAL WEAPONS AND WEAPONS TECHNOLOGIES TO NEARLY 
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ALL PARTS OF THE WORLD. HE STRESSED THE IMPORTANCE OF NON- 
PROLIFERATION OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS, WELCOMED JAPAN'S DECISION 
TO ACCEDE TO THE NON-PROLIFERATION TREATY, 

AND SAID INTER ALIA IT WAS IMPORTANT TO MAKE SURE THAT A BAN 
ON ALL NUCLEAR- WEAPON TESTS WOULD NOT BE CIRCUMVENTED BY 
MEANS OF PEACEFUL NUCLEAR EXPLOSIONS (PNES). USSR'S INDICATION 
IT WOULD PERMIT ON-SITE INSPECTIONS WAS A CONSIDERABLE 
STEP FORWARD, AS WELL AS ITS READINESS TO DISCUSS VERIFICATION 
METHODS FOR DESTRUCTION OF CHEMICAL WEAPONS. FRG WOULD AGREE 
TO THE ENMOD CONVENTION, WHICH WAS BUT A MODEST STEP FORWARD. 

TAN (SINGAPORE) CALLED FOR A FOOLPROOF SAFEGUARDS SYSTEM FOR 
NUCLEAR REACTORS, EXPRESSED CONCERN ABOUT THE ARMS RACE 
WHICH HAD BECOME AN ALARMING PHENOMENON, SUGGESTED THAT 
THE ITEM ON THE FLOW OF CONVENTIONAL WEAPONS BE PUT ON 
FUTURE COMMITTEE 1 AGENDA, AND WONDERED WHETHER REGIONAL 
GROUPS COULD NOT AGREE ON REGIONAL DISARMAMENT ARRANGEMENTS. 

ISSRAELYAN (USSR) CALLED QUESTIONS OF NUCLEAR DISARMAMENT THE 
CRUX OF THE ENTIRE DISARMAMENT QUESTION. HE WAS PLEASED AT THE 
REACTION OF OTHER STATES TO THE SOVIET PREPAREDNESS TO WORK 
TOWARD A COMPROMISE ON ON-SITE VERIFICATION, SAID THE ATTITUDE 
OF CERTAIN INDIVIDUAL STATES HELD BACK THE PROGRESS ON 
CONVENING A WDC, AND STATED A SPECIAL GA ON DISARMAMENT 
SHOULD BE REGARDED AS AN INTERIM STAGE IN PREPARING FOR A 
WDC. HE THEN INTRODUCED THE DRAFT RESOLUTION ON THE AD HOC 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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COMMITTEE OF THE WDC AND EXPRESSED REGRET THAT ONE DELEGATION 
HAD BLOCKED THE CONVENING OF SUCH A CONFERENCE. ON ALL 
QUESTIONS OF DISARMAMENT THE CHINESE DELEGATION HAD ADOPTED 
AN OBSTRUCTIONIST POSITION. THE MEXICAN CRITICISM OF THE DRAFT 
ENMOD CONVENTION WAS NOT WELL FOUNDED, AND TO REFER THE DRAFT 
CONVENTION BACK TO THE CCD WOULD SIMPLY DELAY ITS CONCLUSION 
WHILE MILITARY WORK IN THE FIELD CONTINUED WITHOUT RESTRAINT, 
ISSRAELYAN STATED. 
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UMBA-DI-LUTETE (ZAIRE) SAID TRUE DISARMAMENT INVOLVED 
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NOT ONLY WEAPONS AND MACHINERY, BUT ALSO A STATE OF MIND. 

THE CURRENT NUCLEAR DISARMAMENT EFFORTS ONLY PERPETUATED 
A CATEGORY OF "PROTECTOR STATES”. IN HIS VIEW, THERE SHOULD 
BE A PROHIBITION OF THE MANUFACTURE OF NEW WEAPONS, THEN 
THE DESTRUCTION OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS AND OTHER WEAPONS OF 
MASS DESTRUCTION AND, FINALLY, THE DESTRUCTION OF CONVENTIONAL 
WEAPONS. 

YANKOV (BULGARIA) DESCRIBED THE ENMOD CONVENTION AS A 
"VIABLE COMPROMISE" AND HE HOPED THE DRAFT RESOLUTION WOULD 
BE ADOPTED. IT WAS OF CRUCIAL IMPORTANCE, HE SAID, THAT 
DISARMAMENT MEASURES GO HAND-IN-HAND WITH REALISTIC 
STEPS OF BUILDING MUTUAL CONFIDENCE AND DETENTE. 

BUENO (BRAZIL) DECLARED THAT GENERAL AND COMPLETE DISARMAMENT 
HAD BEEN PRACTICALLY FORGOTTEN AS THE ULTIMATE GOAL OF 
INTERNATIONAL EFFORTS IN THIS FIELD. THE HIGH PRIORITY GIVEN 
NUCLEAR DISARMAMENT WAS ONLY ON PAPER. HE WAS CRITICAL OF THE 
AMOUNT OF TIME SPENT ON THE ENMOD CONVENTION. BRAZIL WAS 
NOT FULLY SATISFIED WITH THE ENMOD DRAFT, BUT ACKNOWLEDGED 
IT CONSTITUTED A REALISTIC COMPROMISE TEXT. HE WOULD SUPPORT 
THE DRAFT RESOLUTION BECAUSE HE DID NOT WISH CCD TO 
SPEND ANOTHER YEAR ON POSSIBLY FRUITLESS RENEGOTIATION. 

RAKATONIAINA (MADAGASCAR) WAS DISAPPOINTED TO SEE THE 
QUALITATIVE AS WELL AS QUANTITATIVE GROWTH OF ARSENALS OF THE 
GREAT POWERS. HE THOUGHT A SPECIAL GA ON DISARMAMENT COULD 
PROVIDE THE RIGHT FORUM FOR SEEKING A NEW APPROACH TO INTERNATIONAL 
PEACE. HIS GOVERNMENT NOTED THE SOVIET STATEMENT ON THE 
STATUS OF THE INDIAN OCEAN AND WELCOMED THE CHINESE STATEMENT 
OF SUPPORT FOR AN INDIAN OCEAN NUCLEAR FREE ZONE. 

3. SPECIAL POLITICAL COMMITTEE-ITEM 55, ISRAELI 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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PRACTICES IN OCCUPIED TERRITORIES 

IN SPC MEETING OF NOV. 10, KEBA M'BAYE (SENEGAL) PRESENTED 
COMITE REPORT ON ISRAELI PRACTICES IN OCCUPIED TERRITORIES. 

HE TERMED OCCUPATION ITSELF AS VIOLATION OF RIGHTS WHICH 
PROVOKED RESISTANCE WHICH LED TO REACTIONS OF OCCUPYING 
POWERS AND MORE VIOLATIONS. HE CRITICIZED ISRAEL FOR DENYING 
COMITE CHANCE TO VISIT OCCUPIED LANDS, ATTACKED APPLI- 
CATION OF 1945 REGULATIONS, AND DEPLORED RETROACTIVE EFFECT 
OF CRIMINAL CODE. THERE MUST BE ACTION, HE CONCLUDED, SUCH 
AS IMPLEMENTATION OF PROTECTING POWER PROVISIONS OF 
GENEVA CONVENTION. SYRIA AND ISRAEL THEN EACH ASKED TO SHOW 
20 MINUTE FILMS, AND HOUR-LONG DEBATE FOLLOWED OVER ISRAELI 
REQUEST. SYRIA PREDETERMINED ISRAELI 
FILM AS PROPAGANDA AND INSULT TO SPC. SYRIA, HE ARGUED, 
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UNLIKE ISRAEL, HAD COOPERATED WITH COMITE. KUWAIT, IRAQ, 
PAKISTAN, YEMEN, LIBYA, DEMOCRATIC YEMEN, AND MAURITANIA 
ALL SPOKE AGAINST ISRAELI FILM SHOWING. 

IN FAVOR, US REP IONES ASSERTED THAT ISSUE WAS ELEMENTARY 
UNDER CHARTER; A SIMPLE EXTENTION OF BASIC FREE SPEECH. 
NETHERLANDS, FOR EC-9, COULD NOT SEE WHY BASIC DEBATE 
PRINCIPLE SHOULD BE VOTED UPON. COSTA RICA AND COLOMBIA 
ALSO SUPPORTED BOTH SHOWINGS. COMITE DID NOT VOTE AND 
DEBATE CONTINUES NOV. 1 1 (USUN 5199) 

4. COMMITTEE 2— OPERATIONAL ACTIVITIES FOR DEVELOPMENT, 
ECONOMIC/TECHNICAL COOPERATION AMONG LDCS 

ON NOV. 9, COMITE 2 COMBINED DEBATE ON ITEM 59, OPERATIONAL 
ACTIVITIES FOR DEVELOPMENT, AND ITEMS 67-68, ECONOMIC/ 

TECHNICAL COOPERATION AMONG LDC'S. ELEVEN STATEMENTS INCLUDED 
USSR, CANADA, MEXICO, MALAYSIA, AND POLAND. SOVIETS 
SUPPORTED ECDC IN ORDER TO REMOVE ’'LOPSIDED" ORIENTATION 
OF LDC TIES, AND WARNED AGAINST UN AID TO REGIMES WHICH 
PRACTICE "MASS TERRORISM" ON THEIR PEOPLE. POLISH DEL NAMED 
SOUTH KOREA AND CHILE AS EXAMPLES OF SUCH REGIMES AND ALLEGED 
THAT "FREEZING" OF CONTRIBUTIONS BY LARGEST UN CONTRIBUTOR 
HAD ADVERSELY AFFECTED DEVELOPMENT PROGRAMS. CANADA FORCE- 
FULLY POINTED OUT THAT UNDP CONTINUED TO HOLD INCREASED 
BALANCES OF NON-CONVERTIBLE CURRENCIES. COUNTRIES CONCERNED 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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SHOULD TRY TO CHANGE AID TO CONVERTIBLE CURRENCIES OR MAKE 
"EXTRAORDINARY EFFORTS" TO ASSIST UNDP. MEXICO CALLED 
FOR INSTITUTIONAL ARRANGEMENTS FOR LEVELS OF COOPERATION 
AMONG LDC'S. MALAYSIAN DEL PRAISED UNFPA EFFORTS AND 
ANNOUNCED MALAYSIA'S AIM TO REDUCE POPULATION GROWTH TO 
2 PERCENT BY 1985. (USUN 5164)

A DRAFT RESOLUTION ON TIMOR WAS CIRCULATED NOV. 10 WITH

RESOLUTIONS ACCEPTING FINANCIAL REPORTS AND ACCOUNTS AND

CONSENSUS. ALSO NOV. 10, THE COMITE ADOPTED PROPOSAL PROVIDING

LENGTHY SUMMARY DEVIATED LITTLE FROM THE REPORT ITSELF. 

BELGIUM REQUESTED EXTENSIVE ADDITIONAL INFORMATION, INCLUDING 
OTHER BENEFITS AND COST-OF-LIVING ADJUSTMENTS PAID US 
CIVIL SERVANTS. JAPAN HIGHLIGHTED NEED FOR URGENCY IN 
TREATING GENERAL SERVICE SALARY SYSTEM; SAID INDEMNITY FOR 
'AGREED TERMINATION" MAY BE OVER-GENEROUS AND RATIONALEN

UNGA ENDORSEMENT OF USE OF UNCITRAL ARBITRATION RULES. 
PAKISTAN PARTICULARLY URGED THAT UNSYG, IN CONSULTATION 
WITH UNCTAD SYG, CHOOSE SECRETARIAT OF COGS. SURINAM 
REFERRED TO CONTINUED UNCTAD ROLE IN COGS AND SYRIA EXPRESSED
